Tt, has long been an open ‘sercret that the 
official hfe of Wu Ting-fouge is distinetly not o 
happy one, and for the fiftieth timo the rumour 
ig again current that ho’ contemplates retiring 
in disgust from the” upbill task’ of trying to 
hoiwt the decrepit, old Government ante a 
highor platform. In the Wai Wu Pu he was 
at an acute augle to dis foxsilisod associates on 
almost all points, and his transfor to tho Board 
of Punishment. with the ides of maintaining 
as cenneetion oxclusively with Jaw and its 
administration, was doubtless durgely prompted { 
by the hope What bo ‘would there a mos 
scope for his brilliant ability und official lifo 
would tun more smevthly, ~ But according to 
native report this ‘is “not so, and in tho 
Board of Punishment ag in the Wai Wu 
Pu che is becoming known as “Wu the 
foreign devil” until his spirit is sick and his 
patience. well nigh exhausted. Making all 
ullowance for oven # consillerable, smount of 
exaggeration, itis highly probable thet thiy is 
somewhat how mattors stand, for it is impossible 
for China's present effort to engrift tho new 
without pruning the old to be otherwise than 
fraught with bitternces of soul and a sense of 
fctility, Wu Ting-fang, though he may not 
count all foreigners among his friends and 
admirers, is-without question a man ‘on a 
pedestal compared with his countrymon, and.far | 
pabedd of his day. Suve iu Hougtong where ! 
Chinoso capacity has boon seon atits very best in { 
tho administrative circle, he is probably without { 
apy real peer in his solid grasp of modern and 
Western thought and education, und should ho 
overhave carte blanche toraorgavize the Govern- 
ment with men whom his knowledge would 
dictate as the right mon to eome to the fore, 
new futuro would be qniokly oponod ont for 
China, “But the lear-sighted vision. and 
scumen which this advanced official brings to 
bear. on the needa of his ciuntry, is baffled and 
(hwarted at” every turn by thé blindness, the 
deiifuess, and the immutability of hopeless 
ignorance and obstinacy which he encounters 
at every turp, end wa cannot wonder if from 
time to time the ory cscapes him that he will 
throw down his tools and desist from’ his 
Inborious task of remodelling Ching against 
her will.

Tho orucles who decide -thess watters in 
Peking aro not alwaysas fully informed ug thoy 
might. be, and experienco has shown more than 
once that they dispose our affairs in a light- 
hearted but most disaatrons manoer. It may be 
well, therefore, to point out what the Chinow 
are endesvouring todo, sud why thoy shoald 
not do it, 

Tho demands seriously advanced by native 
officials und gentry, taking tho present Mixed 
Court ‘case 98 a pretext, ard stated by the 
“ Universal Gazette” to bo: (1) the remoral of 
dho British Assessor aud the dismissal of 
Tnapoctor Matheson ; (2) native control and.nd- 
ministration in \hinese cases in the Settlement; 
(8) detention of all Chinese prisonors by the 
Native Anthorities ; (4) represent action ofthe 

‘Chiness community cf the Council, and supér- 
vision of Chinese affairs by that member, Alt 
theso are asserted to bo claims which ean pro- 
porly hy insisted upon in recognition of Chiness 
sovereign rights, : 

What these gentlemon forget, and what they 
should by told most plainly, is (hat by a certain | 
coda known as the.

tion, the Chinese, and thoxe who advise them, 

Gontuse tho issues They practically claim that 

in'police cuses oud suits which may affect law 
andorder where Chineso are the defendants; the 
magistrate is competent-to deal independently. 

The whole fabric of the Sottlement's govern- 

ment aud the secnrity of life and property 
thorein depend, however, on the maintenance of 
tho principle that the Land Regulations have 

Placed the responsibility for law and other and 

the management of the Police Fores, which 
quuintains them, in foreign hinds, and it. follows 
clearly irom that principle that. iny case which 
affects thoforeign community's interests is nota 
matter for independent trial by the Chinoso 

Authorities, but ‘must be decided with tho cou- 

currencvof the Poreign Assssors. The Consular 

Body has.slways firmly insisted upon adherence 

to this condition, without which the Sottlement 

would speedly revert to the condition of a 

native city. . 

To any thinking-person who mind is not con- 
fused by the noice which emunates from Chinese. 
yamins, it must be evident that the control of 
the: Police Force by the foreign community 
carries with it the cusiody of prisoners. The 

Chinese are ‘now. trying to claim, as the result, 

of H. B, M.'s Ministers wiak concession to

if this decision is now to be reversed. it is to be 
hoped ‘that atleast arrangemonts will be made 
with the Chinoso authoritias for suitable 
suporvision of the native gaol’s administration, 

Similarly, in carrying out the instructions of 
the British Assessor and insisting upon the 
detention.,of tho female, dofendants. in the 
custody of the Municipal Polico, the latter 
were acting strictly within their duties and in 
accordance with thy recorded instructions of the 
Consular Body, It cannot be too clearly stated 
that fcom tho inception of this matter, the 
.Conncil has proceeded in agroemont with the 
Consular Body, nor ean the action of the Police 
in carrying out the instructions of the Assossor 
be called in question. ‘Tho objects of the 
Consulur Body and of the Council have boen to” 
promote the best interests af the native com- 
munity snd to remedy the more flagrant: of 
thoso abuses which have mado,the Mixed Court 
notorions in the past ; and by publicity, and the 
additional seourity afforded by the presance of 
Assessors, to prevent their continuance. 

‘The native community has froyuently recog- 
niead that the policy thus urged on the native 
authoritivs by the Consular Body and. the 
Municipal Council has been dictated solely in 
the interests of good government and the more 
lumaue treatment of prisoners, Therefore, in 
the negotistions now ponding hatweon tho Con- 
sular Body and.the Chinese Authorities in 
regard (o fnture administration, it. appears 
esaontial that in the vehemence of popular 
agitation, the past history of, the Court should 
not be overlooked, and that the seeurrenco of 
such abuses be prevented, 

Tn conclusion, the Council would suggest that 
the present moment is particularly opportuno

He 
furthermory tolln us that " Chinese: proverbs 
, contein an almost complete chart of buman 
| nuture as the Chincso undorstand it, every 
“shoal, rock, roof, and quicksand distinotly laid 

dowa, Tf the Chinese themselves do not avoid 
thesv dangprs, it ix uot for lack of admonition, 
‘and not for lack of opportunity to ascertain the 
| precise nature of the perils of human anviron- 
ment,” “ * 

Our purpose just now, however, is not to 
‘examine the whole surface of this chart, but 
ionly that portion of it pertaining {to the dis- 
pensing of “justice.” In that small field we 
shall find ample justification, from the “wit of 
one and the wisdom of many” Chinwse, for the 
efforts boing made to introduce a prrar pructica 
into the Court over which we'have influenes.
